RT BY AND LARGE TREATS ARGENTINE SITUATION 

ACCURATELY. EMBASSY COMMENTS RELATE TO VARIOUS ASPECTS, WHICH 
WERE NOT ESSENTIAL TO REPORT BUT COULD SOUR OUR RELATIONS 
WITH GOA AND ARGENTINE PUBLIC. 

2. REMOVAL FEDERAL POLICE OFFICER: EMBASSY DELIEVES DISCLOSURE 
FACT THAT BNDD SOURCE OF INFORMATION WHICH LED TO REMOVAL 

OF OFFICIAL NOT IN INTEREST EITHER FEDERAL POLICE OR BNDD. 
ARGENTINE PUBLIC NOT AWARE THIS FACT AND ARGENTINE OFFICIALS
